The  Job  of  the  Parade  Committee 


The  Gay  Freedom  Day  Parade  and 
Celebration,  which  takes  place  in  San 
Francisco  on  the  last  Sunday  in  June 
each  year,  is  the  largest  event  of  its 
kind  in  the  world.  From  a  few  hundred 
people  commemorating  the  Stonewall 
Inn  rebellion  in  the  early  1970's,  the 
parade  has  grown  steadily,  attracting 
upwards  of  300,000  people. 

Responsible  for  the  on-going 
production  of  the  parade  and 
celebration  is  The  Gay  Freedom  Day 
Committee,  a  non-profit  corporation 
composed  of  a  seven  member  Board 
of  Directors.  Directors  serve  three- 
year  terms,  staggered  such  that  three 
members  are  elected  each  year. 

Funding  for  the  Gay  Freedom  Day 
Parade  is  provided  in  part  by  a  grant 
from  the  San  Francisco  Hotel  Tax 
Fund.  Additional  funding  for  the  event 
comes  through  fundraising  efforts  in 
the  Gay  and  Lesbian  communities.  A 
financial  statement  prepared  by  the 
Gay  Freedom  Day  Committee's 
certified  public  accountant  will  be 
published  following  the  parade. 

Although  the  non-profit  corporation 
provides  continuity,  the  day-to-day 


■unction  of  planning  the  Gay  Freedom 
Day  Parade  and  Celebration  is 
delegated  to  an  annual  parade 
committee  which  operates  from 
January  through  June.  Membership  in 
the  annual  committees,  including  the 
1980  Gay  Freedom  Day  Committee,  is 
open  to  anyone  in  the  community  who 
wishes  to  contribute  his  or  her  time 
and  talents  to  the  parade.  Such 
community  imput  hopefully 
guarantees  a  diversity  of  opinion. 

The  annual  parade  committee 
divides  up  the  bulk  of  its 
responsibilities  among  a  series  of 
subcommittees.  Each'is  assigned 
specific  tasks  to  ensure  that  the  event 
is  a  successful  one.  Subcommittees 
include  Fundraising,  Media/Public 
Relations,  March,  Float,  Celebration, 
Women's  Outreach,  Booth, 
Decorations,  Medical  Monitors, 
Security  Monitors,  Lesbian/Gay 
History,  and  others.  These  groups 
generally  meet  bi-weekly. 

The  work  is  long  and  often  difficult. 
But  it's  very  satisfying.  All  of  these 
committees  welcome  your  input  to 
make  the  parade  and  celebration  a 
success.  If  you  are  interested,  please 
call  641-0100  and  contribute  your 
time  and  talents.

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They  Said  It  Couldn't  Be  Done 


Have  you  ever  orangized  an  event 
for  over  a  quarter  of  a  million  people? 
Want  to  know  what  it's  like? 

Work  on  the  Gay  Freedom  Day 
Committee  next  year. 

Spend  the  early  weeks  of  the  new 
year  meeting  with  people  and 
drumming  up  interest  in  the  Parade 
and  Celebration;  have  little  get- 
togethers  at  your  home;  decide  which 
committee  you  would  like  to  work  on. 

Then  start  gearing  up — because 
suddenly  it's  March  15th.  You 
discover  you  haven't  finished  that 
press  release  you  were  going  to  put 
out  in  February;  you  haven't  been 
able  to  get  past  the  secretary  of  that 
City  Hall  department  that  issues 
permits  for  the  stages  and  you  have 
to  deal  with  that  office  before  it  goes 
to  the  Board  of  Supervisors,  the 
Police  Department,  the  Mayor's  office 
and  who  knows  where  else  (you'll 
discover  the  chain  as  you  follow  it 
hither  and  yon  through  the  Hall). 

Then  it's  April.  And  the  money  isn't 
coming  in  quite  as  fast  as  you 
planned.  In  fact,  you're  half  a  million 
in  the  hole  because  that  elaborate 
fundraiser  didn't  do  what  it  was 
supposed  to — but  you  all  had  a  good 
time  anyway! 

And  there  are  meetings.  There  are 
Media  meetings  Tuesday  night,  Float 
meetings  Thursday  night,  Finance 
meetings  Monday  night,  March 
meetings  Friday  night,  Steering 


Committee  meetings  Wednesday 
night,  general  meetings  Sunday 
nights. 

And  over  there  in  the  corner,  your 
lover  is  saying,  "I  never  see  you 
anymore.  I  don't  think  you  even  know 
I  exist."  And  you're  saying  "I  love 
you.  .  .  just  let  me  make  this  one  more 
phone  call." 

In  May  your  boss  takes  you  aside 
and  talks  to  you  about  all  the  personal 
phone  calls  you're  making  at  work. 
Your  friends  don't  even  bother  asking 
you  over  for  dinner  anymore.  They 
know  your  answer  already,  "Sorry. 
I've  got  to  work  on  the  parade." 

Then  June  arrives.  The  Police  say 
you  can't  shut  that  street  down 
despite  the  fact  you  have  14  permits 
saying  you  can.  So,  you  start  all  over 
again.  The  media  starts  saying,  "Oh, 
it's  parade  time,"  even  though  you've 
been  sending  them  releases  since 
March.  You  don't  have  quite  the 
number  of  monitors  you'd  called  for 
(somewhere  between  30  and  50  of  the 
900  you  wanted).  Medical  supplies  for 
the  first  aid  stations  are  coming  in 
slower  than  you. need.  You'll  probably 
have  everything  in  August.  Of  course, 
the  parade  is  in  June. 

And  the  meetings  continue.  Now 
there  are  two  meetings  every  night  of 
the  week.  And  all  those  wonderful 
weekends  away  from  it  all  that  you 
planned  with  friends/lovers  disappear 
-  as  they  go  away  without  you. 


Fundraisers  take  up  your  time  - 
push,  push,  push  for  money  and 
people.  Helping  people  figure  out  the 
best  way  to  fluff  up  their  float  flowers 
and  trying  to  figure  out  how  the  hell  to 
get  over  200  march  contingents 
squeezed  in  some  order  on  Market 
Street  has  you  staying  up  nights — no 
nightmares,  just  no  sleep.  How  to 
protect  the  decorations  so  that  they 
manage  to  stay  put  for  the  entire  day 
interrupts  your  thoughts  during  that 
important  deal  at  work. 

And  the  meetings  -  you've  stopped 
taking  notes  -  no  point. 

Then  it  happens  -  the  group  meets 
at  various  restaurants  for  breakfast  at 
6  a.m.  on  the  Big  Day  and  you  talk 
about  what  will  happen  if  no  one 
shows  up,  or  the  weather  goes  rotten, 
or  a  stage  falls  down,  etc.  And  you 
gulp  down  one  last  sip  of  coffee  and 
head  for  your  station  for  the  day. 

And  then  it's  suddenly  all  over  - 
Civic  Center  Plaza  is  empty  again  and 
the  sun  is  beginning  to  set  behind  City 
Hall  as  you  sit  on  the  steps  and  look 
out  where  just  an  hour  or  so  ago,  all 
those  crazy,  wonderful  people  had 
such  a  good  time. 

And  you  shake  hands  and  hug  your 
fellow  workers  and  you  feel  so  good! 

On  the  way  to  your  car,  you  hear 
yourself  saying  to  your  lover,  "Next 
year,  we  should  .  .  ."

The  Gay  Freedom  Day  Committee 
invites  you  to  become  a  member  of  an 
important  team — the  750  medical  and 
security  monitors  responsible  for  the 
safe  conduct  of  the  1980  Gay 
Freedom  Day  Parade  and  Celebration. 
Without  this  team,  Gay  Freedom  Day 
would  be  utter  chaos. 

The  committment  is  not  a  light  one. 
To  become  a  monitor,  you'll  be 
required  to  go  to  training  sessions  to 
learn  the  techniques  of  non-violent 
crowd  control  and  emergency  first- 
aid.  On  the  day  of  the  parade,  you 
won't  have  much  time  to  spend  with 
your  friends  and  lovers.  You'll  be 
busy,  because  it  really  is  a  job. 

Drunks  will  hassle  you.  Crowds  will 
strain  to  see  the  parade  by  walking  all 
over  your  feet.  People  will  insist  that 
they  know  the  entertainers  on  stage 
and  that  they  have  special  permission 
to  be  right  by  their  side.  Lots  of  folks 
will  tell  you  they  know  someone  who 
knows  someone  who  will  speak  to 
someone  about  you  to  make  sure 
you'll  never  work  another  parade 
unless  they  have  their  way.  And  there 
are  lost  kids,  adults  and  animals. 
That's  hard  work. 

But  there  is  a  tremendous  amount 
of  self-satisfaction,  too.  As  the  day 
draws  to  a  close  and  you  rest  for  a 
moment  in  your  official  T-shirt,  you  will 
be  proud  because  there  were  no 
major  incidents,  things  went  much 
smoother  than  you  ever  imagined,  and 
you  realize  that  you've  accomplished 
something  very  special  for  your 
community.  You  will  have  helped 
maintain  a  responsible  image  for  Gays 
in  San  Francisco — showing  that  we 
can  and  do  take  care  of  ourselves.

The  non-discrimination  ordinances  passed  by  the  city  of  San 
Jose  and  the  county  of  Santa  Clara  say  that  people  should 
not  discriminate  against  one  another  on  the  basis  of  "sexual 
orientation".  The  laws  say  that  your  private  life  is  no  one 
else's  business. 

Just  as  they  say  that  your  religion  and  politics  and  marital 
status  and  race  are  no  one  else's  business. 

These  laws  were  passed  by  a  four  to  one  majority  in  the 
board  of  supervisors  and  a  six  to  one  majority  in  the  city 
council. 

Now  a  small  group  wants  to  repeal  them.  They  are 
sponsoring  referendums  against  both  ordinances.
